Gifted with Beauty, a Bright In- 
tellect and Eminent Friends.

Time Changes the Happy Scenes of Her Life 
—Married and Deserted—Reduced to Pov- 
erty—Almost B!ind—A Visit to Her Misera= 
ble Hut.

NEw YORK, October 12.—Forty years ago Clara 
Davenport was one of the most brilliant and ac- 
complished young women in New York City. She 
was handsome , of the blonde type, with golden 
brown hair and blue eyes. Refinement and intel- 
ligence shone in every feature. Her art studio 
near Spring street and ° Broadway, was a 
favorite resort of scholars, artists and 
journalists, and her pupils were the 
sons and daughters of the wealthiest families of 
New York, Brooklyn and New Jersey. She 
counted among her friends Horace Greeley, Hen 


ry J. Raymond, the Rev. Dr. Storrs, the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher, William Cullen Bryant, 


Park Goodwin, Edgar Allen Poe, Griswold and 
others conspicuous in letters and theology. She 
wrote and published two volumes of criticisms on 
sermons, contriouted to several magazines and 
popular periodicals and 
TOOK AN ACTIVE PART 

in church and mission work. While thus busily 
engaged she met Alfred Thornton, son of Judge 
Thornton of Vermont, who had just been gradu- 
| ated from Bowdoin College. He had been a ai- 
vinity student. He was eloquent, handsome, 
brilliant, but he loved society. In the company 
of Miss Davenport he found such pleasure that he 
proposed for herhand. She accepted him and 
they were married... But young Thornton found 
social life in New York so pleasant that he could 
not resist its temptations. He became so influenced 
by this fast life that his conduct was spoken 
of in society. Just before the late war the Thorn- 
tons disappeared from New York, and their 
friends lost all trace of them. Sivortly after the 
visits of an eccentric couple to Newark were com- 
mented upon. The man was taliand stately and 
always dressed in broadcloth. His features were 
delicate and finely chiselea. He was very atten- 
tive to his companion, a handsome blonde. 

NOBODY APPEARED TO KNOW THEM. 
or their place ot residefiice. On one or two days 
in the week they were seen strolling in the streets, 
sitting in the parks or visiting the book stores 
or the art suudios.

Her only — were two cats and several 
chickens.

FIGHTING FOR RIGHT-OF-WAY. 


Battle Between Citizens and Railroad Con- 
tractors—Several Persons Injured.

CLYDE, N. Y., October 12.—Thomas P. Thorn 
and Hemingway & Co., who own acanning factory, 
have been unable to make a satisfactory settle- 
ment with the West Shore Railroad Company for 
damages tolands through which the road wil 


bass. On Sunday the railroad workmen entered 
on these lands and began to excavate for the 
tracks. The owners organized aforce to oppose 
their progress. A shanty was hauled across the 
railroad line, and thedefenders of the property, 
armed with axes, clubs and other weapons, 
Knocked down the teams with which the railroad 
men were plowing and hauling the dirt. 

SEVERAL PERSONS WERE INJURED. 
The Sheriff. who was sent for, stopped 
the progress of the work, and®swore ina posse of 
forty mento protect Thorn and Hemingway & 
Uo.’s property. This force continued to occupy 
the disputed territory until Tuesday, when an in- 
junction was served on the railroad company aud 
the army was disbanded. Ov Tuesdav Charles 
Steele of Syracuse, boss of the men, who is 
charged with an assault with an intent to kill Mr. 
fhorn, appeared before Justice Van  Bus- 
Kirk in Clyde and gave bonds for his 
further appearance on ithe 18th inst. 
Contractor Ryan of the West Shore 
forces is charged with an assauli and battery 
upon Dwight Hemingway. On Monday Mr. Ryan 
was served with a Supreme Court writ to answer 
for personal damages sustained by Mr. Heming- 
way. Thorn and Hemingway maintain a force of 
about aduzen men on the premises. They have 
arranged . 

A LONG GAS-PIPE, 

connected with two iarge steam bollers, that 
drive their machinery. It is their intention to 
use this in protecting their property by throw- 
ing hot water upon the West Shore employes 
when they attempt to lay theirtrack, They have 
also had a trench dug five feet deep across the 
Way of the railroad, and large oak logs have been 
placed endwise in the trench, side by side, project- 
ing eight feet above the surface, and backed up 
with heavy bowiders. They received a large 
brass cannon from Syracuse yesterday. and have 
loaded jt and placed it directly in front of their 
other fortifications. The guaras employea by 
them are all aimed with guns and revolvers. 
The West Shore taburers are only about 
three-fourths of a mile west of the 
canning factory, working toward it, and will 
probably reach it on Saturday,

leased on his own recognizance. His examina- 
tion wiil take place October 18. 


THE LAW OF LIBEL. 


Judge Barclay’s Instructions tothe Jury in 
the Curry Case. 

Judge Barclay this mornipg handed down the 
following instructions to the jury in the libel case 
of James H. Curry vs. the Missouri Republican: 

“In contemplation of the law an act is malicious 
‘when it is done willfully, that is to say, pur- 
posely, and without legal justification or exeuse. 


If the jury believe from the evidence that the 
defendant corporation published the articles set 
forth in the petition, and that the st:temeut there- 
in maae, as to the insanity of the plaintiff, was at 
that time faise, then such publication thereof is 
regarded as in law malicious, and if the jury so 
find they will return a verdict for plaintitt after 
due consideration of all ihe  foliow- 
ing instructions as to the amount thereof: 
It the jury find for the plaintiff they will assess 
his damages at such sum as they believe, from the 
evidence, to be a fair and reasonable compen- 
sation for such actual and direct injury as they 
believe the plaintiff suffered in bis feelmgs and 
reputation reason of saia publication, and if 

jury see Of the mstrtictions herein, 
they may also add thereto suel further sum ‘by 
way of exemplary damages as they may. think 
just in view of ali the _ etreumstances 
of the case and of all the subjects referrea to in 
the mstructions given herein. If the 
jury belleve from the evidence that the 
defendant, as soon as possibie, namely, in the very 
next issue of its paper, made a full and unquall- 
fied retraction of the statements complained 
of contained in the publication set out in plain- 
tiff’s petition, the jury may consider such 
retraction in mitigation of damages together 
with all the other;circumstances of the case. 
The jury are at liberty to consider in assessing 
the dimages in this cause the terms of the publi- 
cation itself and all the circumstances connected 
with and surrounding its insertion in the defend- 
ant’s newspaper which have been detailed in evi- 
dence, and which tnmght, in the opinion of the 
jury, induce a person of ordinary care and pru- 
dence to believe the truth of the statements con- 
tained in said publication.”

a buoyant Influence upon the price of the secur. 
ities of the company. They were disajipointed, 
and their disappointinent grows daily. In their 
latest grievance it is said that they have the com- 
panionship of President Villard. - The foreign 
excursionists, Whose expenses were guaranteed 
by Mr. Villard from the time they left their homes 
untilthey might return to them, are now return- 
ing to this city. They were let loose to follow 
their own inclinations 
AFTER THE GOLDEN SPIKE WAS DRIVEN 

and Mr. Ev rts had completed his sentences, and 
many of them have been slowly enjoying their 
way back from the Pacific coast at 
the expense of the Northern Pacifie Railroad 
Company, Someof them haye been inthis city 
for a week or ten days, and evince no disposition 
to. leave it. They are the cuests of the Northern 
Pacific at the Windsor, the Filth Avenue and 
other fashionable hotels. fhey wantto see the 
sights of New York. Some do trot want to return 
except upon certain steamers. Some of them 
sailed upon the Salieron Wednesaay, but were 
brought back by the disabled steamer yesterday. 
Now that the road has been opened, and that the

Through the Trap. 

CINCINNATI, OHIO, October 12.~A Times-Star 
Grayson, Ky., special says: “Craft mounted the 
scaffoid at1:05 p.m. Hespokeof his innocence 
and the crime the witness against him had com- 
mitted. At the conclusion of this he sang the 
hymn “Did Christ for Sinners Weep?” in a clear 
voice and then prayed, being followed by Rev. J. 
P. Pinkerton, after which the noose was affixed, 
and the drop tell at1:20. His neck was broken. 
At 1:35 be was dead. The crowd was orderly and 
there was no disturbance whatever. Craft pro- 
claimed his innocence to the last without falter- 
Ing.” 


Ellis Craft’s Crime. 

The crime for which Ellis Craft suffered capital 
punishment was one of the most revolting char- 
acter, and the history of the discovery and trial 
of the perpetrafors stands unparalleled in the de- 
gree of public attention drawn to it. In a small 
cottage in the southeastern part of the town, Ash- 
land, Ky., on the night of December 23, 1881, three 
children went to sleep, the only occupants of the 
house. They were Fannie Gibbons, aged 12; 
Robbie Gibbons, aged 7, and Emma Carrico, 
daughter of a neighbor, agedi4. Mrs. Gibbons 
was absent in Ironton, whither she had gone to 
get a money-order cashed, which had been sent 
her by asonv fora Christmas gift. Mr. Gibbons 
was absent in the mountains of West Virginia. 
Emma Carrico was there by invitation of Mrs. 
Gibbons to Keep company with her children. 

BEFORE DAYBREAK THE NEXT MORNING 
a neighbor weman was awakened by fire on the 
inside of the Gibbons cottage.She gave the alarm 
immediately; neighbors flocked to the scene as 
they always do where fire companies are not to 
be dependea on to save property. With coolness 
and daring, the flames were subdued enongh to 
enable the men to enter the house and carry out 
the lifeless bodies of the three children. They 
were burned beyond recognition butit was seen 
at once that their skulls were all broken. Horror 


at discovery of a _ triple murder  pre- 
vented further  offorts at saving’ the 
house and it burned to the ground. 
Physicians were called, and it was discovered 
that before death the girls had been brutally out- 
raged. Furthermore, it was apparent that the 
victims, after suffering worse than death, had 
been knocked in the head with an axe, their bod- 
ies satyrated with coal oil and then fired. No

he was dropped into eternity. The executioner 
did his work coolly, and nine and half minutes 
after he had touched the fatal spring the pulsa- 
tions of the murderer’s heart ceased.

He is credited with having said, “t's only a hop, 
slep and leap from this sinful worid into an eter- 
nity of love.” This morning he joined heartily in 
the devotional exercises, singing with gross Zest 
asweet tenor to the hymn, “Abide With Me.’’ 
About 8:30 the body was cutdown. The inquest 
is now progressing. Fifty persons witnessed the 
execution. He murdered his employer, E. R. 
Cook, Mrs. Cook and their son and daughter. He 
made a full coufession. 


For Wife Murder. 

CLEVELAND, OHIO, October 12.—Jack Radford 
was hanged to-day at Fremont, Ohio, for wife 
murder committed last October. He made a fierce 
fight against the officers, cried “Oh! Let me go, 


you hellions,” and showered blasphemies and 


obscene epithets upon them. After being dragged 


to the scaffold he tried desperately to break 


away and jump from the platform. With much 
trouble he was bound and the noose adjusted. 
The drop fell at five minutes past noon. 

HIS LAST NIGHT. 

Radford spent last night carousing with the 
guard, drinking whisky, talking about horse 
races and telling indecent stories. While stand- 
Ing on the gallows to-day, with nis arms and jegs 
pinioned, noose about his neck, and a clergyman 
offering prayer, Radford discovered among those 
in the jaii Mr. Green Slade, father of 
the murdered woman. Then eusued

Radford made aturious effort, strapped as h 
was, to rush upon bis father-in-law. ‘The Sheri 
and assistants had all they could do to hold him,

The 
body scarcely quivered after the drop, and was 
cut down alt the end of twenty minutes. The 
heart stopped beating at thirteen minutes. About 
one Saneren and fifty persous witnessed the exe- 
cution. 


Cari Bach at Bewling Green. 
TOLEDO, OHIO, October 12.—Carl Bach was 
hanged at Bowling Green, Ohio, to-day for the 
muraer of his wife in October, 1881. The family 
lived on a farm near Weston, Ohio, and Bach 
and his wife indulged in frequent quarrels, dur- 


ing one of which he attacked and Killed her 
WITH A CORN CUTTER. 

At an ensuing term of court Bach 
Was convicted and sentenced ‘to death, -but 
was granted a new trial, on a writ of error by the 
Supreme Court, and the second time convicted. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock this morning Bach 
was informed that bis hour of execution had ar- 
rived. He declared that he was ready, ana walked 
firmly through the lower corridor of the jailand 
up the stairs to the scaffold. He spoke briefly,

to the persistent efforts of Prosecuting 
Attorney Troup,whom he said he forgave. A priest 
kept up prayers in German, Bach responding. 
He showed no signs of fear until the noose was 
adjusted, and when the black cap was drawn 
over his face he trembled violently.

The Yardmian’s Pliaint. 

The following is a copy of a communication 
handed to us to-day by a representative of the 
striking yardmen of East St. Louis. 

EAstT St. Louis. October 12, 1883, 
To to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

We noticed an article in this morning’s Globe- 
Democrat, entitied “Yardmen’s _ Strike,’’ 
in which the reporter gives an 
elaborate illustration of the yard, its locality, 
manner and power of throwing switches from the 
tower, etc. e decribes the place very minutely, 
dwells upon its magnificent scenery and pictur- 
esque view, ther condescends to devote a few 
lines to the yardmen, In his own lucid 
manner he endeavorsto describe their duties 
and point out what should and what should 
not be done, He has the matter in a 
nutshell, as he expresses it, and says the yard- 
men struck because their foreman, Mr. Shea, re- 
sicned and Ed. Dunlap was placea over him con- 
trary to the wishes of the yardmen. Now. Mr. 
Shea was not a foreman, his position was higher, 
he was agent and yardmaster. When he resigned 
we petitioned § A. Dickinson, superin- 
tendent, to appoint a man from 
our own ranks to fillthe vacancy, knowing and 
feeling that we haa men amongst us who were 
fully capable and competent to fill the position. 
To this Mr. Dickinson would not consent, and al- 
though we entreated him earnestly to appoint 
some other man than Dunlap, he still persisted 
in his choice. We thereupon refused to work un- 
der Dunlap and marchea off in a body. 

The account in the Globe further states 


‘that there would be no troubleif the strikers 


would permit outside men, anxious for employ- 
ment, to work. It says one man was threatened 
to bave his head smashed, and another was 
thrown from his engine in front of a switch. To 
cap the ciimax, the reporter gays that Mr. 
Shea has advised us all tw return to 
work and he. himself has __ signified 


his willingness to work a month for the company 


without. pity in oraer to help them out. The state- 
ments of that reporter are grossly and malicious- 
ly false, manufactured out of whole cloth, and are 
ait insult to every railroad man in East St. Louts. 
We snould have treated it with silence and con- 
tempi, buca sense of the great indignity offered 
forbade it. 

The proposition that Mr. Shea made to Mr. 
Dickinson was this: If Mr. Dickinson would a

18s HE A FUGITIVE ? 

_A St. Louis Grand Jury recently listened 
while two of Gov. CRITTENDEN’S appointees 
told of transactions connecting him with a 
conspiracy against the laws he is sworn to 
execute. Whether he was a consenting party 
to that conspiracy or only its blind tool, be- 
trayed by some one who abused his con- 
fidence, their testimony did not clearly show. 
But while reluctantly admitting facts morti- 


fying to their own self-respect, they placed 
him in a position which few men holding an | 


office of such dignity would be content to 
occupy. 

One of them swore that the appointment 
as Police Commissioner was tendered to and 
procured for him by the boss of a gambling 
ring notoriously engaged in violating the 
law, a man who, being afterwards convicted, 
was saved from the Penitentiary by a par- 
don from Gov. CRITTENDEN. Yet this profes- 
sional felon was notonly permitted to confer 
the appointment, but to exact and hold in 
exchange for it an undated resignation, by 
which he could vacate the office whenever 
the incumpent hesitated to obey his com- 
mands. 

Another one swore that the office of Po- 
lice Commissioner was tendered to and pro- 
cured for him on similar conditions’ by an- 
other notorious member of the gamblers’ 
ring, who has sinee been, saved from prose- 
cution py the Governor’s influence and is 
again under indictment. ‘The witness in 
this case sworealso that when his resigna- 
tion was forwarded with a forged date and 
without his knowledge or -consent to the 
Governor, the latter insisted on accepting it 
and went to remarkable lengths to carry out 
the will of the ring. Instead of exposing all 
concerned and washing his hands of the foul 
business he went out of his way to become a 
party toit, preventing exposure and acting 
like one completelyin the power of those 
who, if he was not their co-conspirator, had 
grossly abused his confidence and used his 
appointing power to promote felony and 
protect felons. 

After the KinkEapD resignation affair 
police matters went from bad to worse, ap- 
parentiy with the Governor’s consent, since 
that affair should have shown him what was 
going on and who was to blame for it. A 
Grand Jury with the testimony of the two 
ex-Commissioners before them, but without 
time to pursue the matter further, gave him 
additional warning as to what was going on, 
but this brought from him only a pxblic 
pledge that he would remain in the service 
of the old crowd till they are lawfully tried 
and convicted. The assembling of another 
Grand Jury to continue the investigation 
was the signal for two startiing incidents— 
a bold attempt to gag the police force and 
head off investigation by the removal of 
Chief CAMPBELL, and the departure of Gov, 
CRITTENDEN from the State, as if he were 
afraid of being summoned before the Grand 
Jury to tell what he knows about police 
board matters! 

Of course under these ciréumstances the air 
is full of scandalous stories affecting the offi- 
cial and personal honor of Gov. CRITTENDEN 
himself. It is charged that the conspirators 
have him so completely in their power that 
he dare not even attempt to break away. it 
is even alleged that the new view he sudden- 
ly took of his duty under the Sunday law 
was forced upon him by the gambling ring to 
prepare public sentiment for a policy of gen- 
eral relaxation favorable to a quiet reopen- 
ing of the gambling houses, and to unite the 
saloon men with the gamblers in a common 
policy with reference to police “‘inflooence” 
and the payment of tribute thereto. 

Gov. CRITTENDEN owes it to his official 
position to discredit and rebuke these stories 


| by some official action which cannof be mis- 


interpreted. As Chief Executive of our 
laws it is his duty to return to the State, vol- 
untarily appear before the Grand Jury, and 
throw all the light he can on the pending in- 
vestigation. :

The Glossograih. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

One of the most interesting exhibits at the 
Vienna Electrical Exhibition is Gentilli’s Glosso- 
grapk, a little instrument by which speech is 
automatically reproduced as soon as itis uttered. 
A smail apparatus is placed in the mouth of the 
speaker—in contact with the roof of his mouth, 
his tongue and lips—and on being connected with 
an electro-magnetic registering apparatus the 
sounds are committed to paper. It is constructed 
in such a manner as not to cause any incon- 
venience to the speaker; neither is it necessary 
that the voice should be raised, as it reproduces a 
whisper as exactly as a shout, the only condition 
is a correct and distinct articulation. According 
to the inventor’s calculation, it will be possible 
to write four or five times as fast by means of the 
glassograph as has hitherto been possible even 
by the quickest writer. At first sight it appears 
as if this invention were but an improvement 
upon Edison’s Phonograph; it is, however, of a 
much older date. It rests, unlike the former, on 
an acoustic principal, and does not reprodute the 
sounds in a microscopical form. The chief ob- 
stacle to the introduction of the glossograph will 
be the difficulty in deciphering the characters, but 
it is not impossible that with the help of a second 
automatic apparatus the characters produced by 
the glossograph may be translated into our com- 
mon type-writing. The orthography would, doubt- 
less, appear strange, but in these days of phonetic 
spelling this might not long be a hindrance.

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- Portraits of Warren McChesney, Ed. Butler 


Bnd Ex and Present Police Commissioners 
and Chiefs of Police. 


Publi¢ attention is just now absorbed in the ut- 
terances and actions, and in the history, to a 
great extent, of Police Commissioners Cleveland, 
Caruth, Lutz and Gooding, ex-Police Comiuission- 
ers Kinkead and Kerwin, the mysterious Warren 
McChesney, ex-Chief of Police Campbell, Chief 
of Police Taafe, the well-known political black 
smith, Ed Butler, and Joseph McEntire, who, by 
reason of being the Governor’s representative i@ 
St. Louis, seems to have been drawn into quite a 
prominent part in the mudale and trouble of the 
present, and the expose of transactions of the 
past in the Police Depaftment. The faces of most 
ofthe number are very familiar to some of the 
people of St. Louis, but as everybody is not in 
politics, and consequently intimate with the man- 
agers, some description of these 
rather conspicuous gentiement be of 
nieresi at this time.

Warren McChesney. 

Warren McChesney has for years been an al- 
most daily attendant at the Laclede Hotel, and 
in good weather may be seen standing on the 
pavement in front of the tailor snop, yet, as late 
as ~ this morning, a Post-DIsPATCH 
reporter, heard at least three of the 
veteran brigade of chair warmers, who have met 
Gaily to discuss the deplorable condition of the 
municipality ever since the separation, ask:

The name of this sturdy Macksmith. who neatly 
combines statesmanship and theatricai manage- 
ment, is a most conspicuous figure in the city.

TORNADOES, 


Professor Trowbridge’s Theory as to 
How they are Formed. 
New York Tribune, 


“Suppose,”’ said Professor W. P. Trow- 
bridge at the meeting of the Academy of 
Science last night, ‘‘for the sake of illustra- 
tion, you should take a basin of water and 
impart toit with the hand arotary motion. 
The result will be that the level surface of 
the water at rest will become concave, show- 
ing that the liquid is thrown off from the 
center of motionina spiralecurve. If, again, 
instead of an ordinary basin one is used 
which has a hole in the bottom, there may be 
produced not only arotary motion but a de- 
scending spiral, the velocity of which at the 
center is so swilt thatacomplete funnel is 
formed. 

“A similar principle actuates the currents 
of air that meetin the formation of torna- 
does. The diiference between a tornado and 
a cyclone is mainly one of space, Oceans of 
air move ina cyclone; a tornado is a mere 
whirling column. ‘The mechanical theory of 
the two does not vary greatly. But in the 
case of a cyclone it is possible to predict its 
movements, while a tornado forms so quickly 
that there is little time for anytning except 
to seek the cellar. An illustration by the 
rotary motion of water is imperfect for the 
reason that air is subject to expansion and 
contraction. The whirling atmospheric 
walls of a tornado are made of air greatly 
compressed, while the inner space—a cbhiui- 
ney it may be calied—is filled with air that 
is not rarefied. Jf it ‘were not for the ca- 
pacity of the air to contain moisture, the 
tornado, no matter how swift its motion, 
would beinvisible. ‘This moisture is con- 
densed in the form of clouds and fog by the 
lowering temperature and by compression. 
Both of these causes are presentin the tor- 
nado. Practically, therefore, a tornado isa 
whirling shell of water ready to burst when- 
ever it meets an object, as, for example, a 
mountain, sufticientiy large to stop its rotary 
and ascending motion.” 

Prof. Trowbridge’s paper Was illustrated 
by an account of tornadoes that had been 
observed and by numerous drawings showin 
the variation of the funnel-sh cloud an 
the effects of such devastating storms.

He is genera!ly ignorant 
of the existence, necessities, rights, and 
eye es of other creatures, and conducts 
1imself in accordance witl the theory that 
the worid was made with the sole view of 
affording him an abiding place. He looks 
upon those about him as accidents of crea- 
tion, designed to amuse him and afford him 
the means of proving his own superiority by 
comparison.

AN ITALIAN PRINCE.

‘The Political Influence of the Louisiana 
@ Lottery Arrayed Against Gresham. 
N. O Special to the Chicago Tribune.® 


Nobody anticipates a decision adverse to 
the lottery interests from United States 
Judzes Billings and Pardee, 

The lottery company has entered into the 
fight, and is willing to spend a great deal of 
mouey. A halt mitlion ef doliars will bea 
mere bagatelle if itean be so placed as to 
bring abvutafaverable result. The point 
the company makes is that it is in no respect 
aswindie. It empleys G. ‘I. Beauregard 
and Jubal Early, at salaries equal to those 
of Supreme Court Judges, to give personal 
attention to the twelve drawings a year and 
certify to their correctness: ‘I‘he lottery has 
avery peculiar history. It was tirst con- 
ceived in the Democratic Legislature of 1866, 
and its directors were the leading soidiers 
and politicians of the Confederacy; but be- 
fore it could be putinto practical operation 
it perished in the overthrow of the reaction- 
ary Legisiature eg about by the recon- 
struction laws of 1867. In 1868 the old bill, 
innew hands, was revived, new names in- 
serted, and it passed the negro-carpet-bag 
Legislature of that year. Gov. Warmouth 
refused his signature to the bill, and it 
passed over his objections. in consideration 
of its privileges it agreed to contribute $40- 
000 a year to the schvol tuud, which amount 
Was paid over, until subsequent legisiation 
diverted it to the fund for the maintenance 
of Charity Hospital, which continues to re- 
ceive it. The Democratic Legislature of 
1878 repealed the charter of the lottery, but 
the United Siates Court decided the com- 
pany had vested rights of which it couid 
not be deprived by legislation. A year later 
the State Constitutional Convention was 
heid, and the lottery. company brought all 
its batteries to bear, determined to secure 
emp Fective lodgment ip that instrument: 
MGhey was used and argument. Leading 
Democratic lights became the attorneys of 
the company, and those few conscientious 
men inthe ranks Whom money could not 
reach were told by trusted ieaders that but 
for the lottery company the ae Govern- 
ment would never have veenSnstalled. The 
lottery carried the day, and its re-establish- 
ment became the main feature of the instru- 
ment, ‘The political compiication of that 
period made it easy tor the lottery to enforce 
compliance with its demands aud it was not 
slow to exercise its power. It demanded of 
the Wiltz Administration that the names of 
appointive Magistrates be submitted to it 
for approval before being sent to the senate 
for confirmation. Jt demanded that its 
agents should be nominated and elected on 
the Democratic ticket to designated posi- 
tions: it claimed the Speakership and vice- 
Presidency of the Senate. The lottery, in 
fact, became the corner-stone ofthe reform 
Louisiana Democracy and was the supreme 
power of the Wiltz Administration, It has 
had some four years of uninterrupted pros- 
perity until now. It is already in the polit- 
ical campaign as the backer of Sam Me- 
Enery inhis struggie for renomination to 
the Governorship. against Ogden, of the 
white league. Mr. Gresham, in. declaring 
the lottery company illegal, presumes to ren- 
der nugatory Sec. 167 ot the Constitution oi 
the State of Louisiana. 

The Louisiana Lottery Company is a money 
ower. It is the best-paying stock in the 

Jnited States and is owned in most un- 
expected quarters. Ithe New Orleans Sub- 
Treasureris said to owna very large block 
of it. The company !s bold and aggressive, 
and careful and cunning ir its movements. 
It disarms religious enmity by generous 
givings to the churches without reference to 
their faith. lt is alleged to have taked 
Anthony Comstock, of New York, into its 
pay years ago, lt pensivned the widows of 
the 14th ot September emeute, and lined the 
pockets of the legislators Who were mus- 
tered out of the service by the Mac Veagh 
conce ssion.

A “TROUBLE-MANS” LIFE. 


Jumping From a Housetop to the Cross- 
Bars of a Seventy-Foot Poie, 
Fron: the Philadelphia Times. 


George Seigman,ia lineman of the Western 
Union Company, teil from a telegraph. pole 
on Saturday and had his leg broken. ‘The 
life of a lineman isa laborious and danger- 
ous one and at times entails great hardship 
and exposure. In Philadelphia the Western 
Union Company has five men whose whole 
duty is to repair damages to the line in or 
within a few miles of the city. One of these 
is a Riley, who went to sea for eleven 
years of his life and who has been in the 
employ of the company for the pasi fifteen 
years. In speaking of accidents in telegraph 
work yesierday, he said: ° 

‘There is some danger, of course, in line- 
work, but as a rule it can be avoided if one 
is cool-headed and careful. The trouble 
with most nen is that when they get accus- 
tomed to climbing they become careless and 
reckless and sometimes get bad talis. The 
only man of our line that has been killed in 
my time was thrown to the ground by the 
breaking of a crossbar. . There are very nar- 
row escapes, though. I have climbed a pole 
that 1 thought was sound and found when 
near the top that it was soft and rotten. 
Once | fell about twelve feet, and only saved 
myself from omneg to the ground by grab- 
hing some wires. Inthis city the company 
has about fifty poles that are from seventy 
to one hundred feet high. Formerly we 
used to climb these like all the rest, but of 
late years the monsters are fitted with iron 
steps, and going up them is nearly as easy as 
walkimg up stairs. Tie steps were adopted be- 
cause the poles are valuable and the climbing 
made holies in them and caused them to be 
exposed to the weather. Opposite McKeon, 
Bower & Ellis’ building, at Tenth and Mar- 
ket, stands one of these poles. I[t is eight 
feet high. Formerly we had either to clim 
this pole or to get to it from the roof. The 
jump from the mansard roof to the fourth 
var was fully five feet and the cross-bar, sev- 
enty feet above the ground, was only three 
and a haif inches broad. You can imagine 
that this was a small fvothold for sucha 
jump and yet we never missed it. The jump 

ack to the roof was somewhat more dan- 
gerous, there being a space of only sixteen 
iaches to land on and a wall to bump against. 
I took the jump several times, but liked it 
less and less at every trial. 

**The best and boldest climber I know is 
Dick Penn, of Baltimore. He has climbed 
old poles that broke under him, but like a 
cat, he always fallson his feet. He don't 
use aby monkey-wrench, as others do, in 
getting out the 2%-inch bolts that fasten the 
cross-bars to the pole, but pulls them out or 
kicks them out. A climber’s outfit is gener- 
ally a pair of climbing irons, a pair of nip- 
pers to break wire with and a section of wire 
—gay ten pounds. I have seen Penn climb a 
forty-five foot pole with 160 pounds of wire 
thrown over his shoulder. James Grace, also 
alineman, was the only other man who 
cvuld ciimb with this weight. 

‘They eall us at the office ‘trouble-men,’ 
for whenever there is auything wrong on 
the line, we are sent to fixit. Our district 
extends from Baltimore to Jersey City, put 
there are linemen at all important points 
who do the local repairing. Did you ever 
know why the Reading Railroad numbers 
its poles?’ said Mr. Riley, skipping the 
‘‘trouble-men” and their dangers. “No? 
Weli, Dll tell you. They number every 
fourth pole and instruct their engineers to 
watch the wires. If they see anything 
wrong they inform the superintendent of it 
by telegraph, and he knows exactly where 
tosend. ‘This saves a heap of trouble, for it 
is sometimes difficult to find the exact loca- 
tion of a break.”’ 

“How do you climb the poles in sleety 
weather?” 

“Well, you know the ice gathers on only 
one side of the pole and we climb up that, 
so that we can have our hands on the wood 
on the other side. Sometimes we have to 
kick holes through solid ice, but our climb- 
ers are sharp and easily crack it, The last 
great break-down was on January 20, 1880, 
when telegraphic communication between 
Philadelphia and New York was 
cut off. New York had few wires 
that did not break with the weight of the 
sleet, but we did not suffer so much. I was 
sent to Menlo Park, where eleven poles had 
been pulled out of the ground, and then to 
the bergen Cut, near Jersey City, where 
thirty poles were down. It takes six men 
to plant a pole properly and you can imagine 
the work we had in that storm. Jt was 
steady and painful labor for nearly forty- 
eight hours.”

Miss Daven- 
port caugiam him from obéhind, litted him 
nearly off . feet and threw him down, 
First fall f eactress. Both were a good 


slammed her on the floor. She lay there 
an instant as though stunned. win- 
ning fall for Mantel]. But his antagonist 
wenf at him again with a fury that was aim- 
less and impotent. Thenca g up a glass 
she hastily drank the cunteuts. 1t was drug- 
ged with a deadly poison. Her hold on Man- 
tell relaxed, and she fell ona sofa, tumbled 
thence to the floor and died. But her demise 
does not preventa repetition of the wrest- 
ling every evening, for the match is inciden- 
to the dramatic part of “Fedora,”’ which she 
is now playing. Of course there is a dialogue 


between the characters personated by her 
and Mantell, but the Lael hans portion of 
their performance has exactly the aspects of 
wrestling that I have described. Such an 
expression of emotion beats all that I have 
ever seen on the stage. If that athletic sort 
of love-making shou!d be adopted in country 
Villages, the front gates would inevitably be 
— from their hinges, as though by cy- 
clones,

He 
is not, like the English “‘savior of the stout,”’ 
full of everflowing thankfulness for relief 
from his disease; probably he has not even 
sutfered from it, for corpulent men.are rare- 
ly stern and strict, His method also differs 
from that of Banting. According to Ep- 
stein, the primary cause of corpulency is the 
want of sufficient energy to renounce the so- 
called attractions of life. He firmly main- 
tains that fat is produced merely by over- 
eating and drinking. Water and doinkin 
cures are altogether contumnes by Prof. 
Ebstein; and while the Banting system 
teacues that “fat makes fat,” this doctrine 
is directly opposed by Prof. Epstein, in 
whose ideal of fare for those suffering from 
corpulency fat forms a great feature. ‘The

What the Corean Embassy Thinks 
of Our Educational System. 


An Interview with Their Spokesman—The 
Mahone Duel—Chinese Civil Service—Per- 
sonal and Social Jottings from Washington. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, ,Ottober 12.—The Coreans, 
who are still examining into the system 
of ‘ governmental affairs here, are delighted 
with what they see. They go from place to place, 
quietly and gravely, omitting no opportunity for 
a study of the features which make this a great 
and prosperous country. “Ihave been most im- 
pressed,” said Yu Kil Chun, one of the party, 
“with the educational system of the country. Of 
all that I have seen since Icame here I shotld 
most wish tocarry that back to Chosun.” By 
“Chosun” is meant Corea. Indeed that ts the 
name of that country at home, and it is only 
among Europeans and Americans thatit is called 
Corea. 

“TI find,” he continued, “that all the conven- 
‘fenees and luxuries which you have in this coun- 
try are the result of your system of education, 
and your knowledge of the sciences. If 
I can only take your system of edu- 
cation back to Chosun and set it to 


working there I shall be content, for it will in 
time give us all that it has given this great 
country.” é 

“Are you anxious to get back to your country? 
was asked. 

“I do bot weep for Chosun now,” he replied, 
“tor [am studying America, but I shail laugh to 
see it again when I am done in this country. I 
shall be glad to return and show our people the 
many things that y may profitably learn from 
the people of this country.” 1 

“What do you think of our great cities which 
you have seen, and the conveniences of their sys- 
tems,their houses, their streets and their people?” 

“T was greatly impressed with New York. It is 
indeed a wonderful city. Iwas surprised to see 
Rew calm the people there arein the midst of 

1at seems so exciting. The streets are full of 
the bustie of the cars and wagons aad people 
running to and fro about their business, but every- 
boay seems calm.” 

“And the houses?” 

‘They are better than ours. They have higher 
ceilings and the peopie siton chairs and not on 
the floor as with us. Itis better. I am two sur- 
prised and pleased at the friendship between the 
men and women, and yet the strict moralty. Our 
men aud women do not associate so closely as do 
those of this country.” 

Yu Kil Chun is preparing a Corean-English lexi- 
con. Whenever he learnsan English word anda 
its meaning he immediately draws forth his note- 
book and jotsitdown. Heis greatly astonished 
at the smallness of our army, and did not at first 
understand how it was possible to run a country 
of 50,000,000 people with a standing army of 25,000 
men. 

THAT MAHONE DUEL. 

Of course the attack upon Mahone by Congress- 
man Goode brings the usual accompaniment of 
duelistic reports. But there is notlikeiy to bea 
duel, Goode’s card was probabiy written in the 
hope that it might provoke a challenge from Ma- 
hone, but he will not challenge. He has been too 
long in public life, been too much abused already, 
and is playing for too big stakes to go into the 
dueling business now. Inaduel Mahone would 
in one respect, at least, have a decided advantage 
over Goode. That gentleman is a pretty large 
man and would make a very good turget, while 
Mahone is hardly big enough to be hit with a ball 
ee his adversary were an unusually good 
shot. 


CHINESE CIVIL SERVICE. 

After all our system of civil service does not 
seem to be much of anafiair. It is so tame be- 
side that of some other countries over which we 
have boasted much _ superiority that it 
really appears unworthy of thename, A navai 
officer writing to some friends here from 
Canton, China, says: *We visited the Examina- 
tion Hall, where the examinations of candidates 
ior the *"Ki-Yan,’ or ond literary degree are 
held. Ali the grad of the first degree in the 
Province are require® to compete at these oxam- 
inations. Oneach side Of a great avenue are 
greatranges of celis,in which the candidates 
write their essays. These celis are five and one- 
half feet long, by three and two-thirds feet wide, 
and are over 10,000 in number. There is also 
room for about 3,000 officials, copyists, police, 
servants, etc. Thesame text is given to all at 
daybreak, and the essays must be handed in by 
daylight the next morning. Only about 130 can- 
didates are passed after three sessions of three 
days each, and these successful candidates are 
booked for promotion in civil offices. The 
third examination is held at Peking. As 
you may imagine, the Chivamen who are in 
office are very well read, and very learned, after 
the manner of their forefathers. 

A system such as that of the Chinese, in re- 
gard to our banking houses, would evidently aad 
to the safety of our national banking system, for 
this writer says: ‘“‘Another virtue of their system 
is that for hundreds of years no bank in Cnina nas 
failed. Should such a thing happen, every man 
eonnected with the banking firm could write his 
own sentence as well as the judge.” 

PERSONAL AND SOCIAL. 

At last the President and his Cabinet are back 
in town, contrary to general expectation. The 
President remains at the Soldiers’ Home, and it is 
apnounced with charming indefiniteness that he 
will remain there “some time yet.” The Presi- 
dent evidently enjoys the freedom from restraint 
and office seekers which this. sylvan _re- 
treat grants him, and it would not be 
ea peg if he would remain there 
until he has pretty well completed his message, 
the material for which is being putin shape for 
him how. 

Brewster. Attorney-General, whois to be here 
during the visit of Lord Coleridge, is expected to 
take his departure again soon after that 
event and remain absent a couple of weeks or so 
longer. They say that Brewster was riding down 
by the Potomac Flats last summer and saw a 
bank of black mud where the dredgers had been 
at work, and, on returning to the department, 
drummed up some sunflower seeds and sent a 
menial down to the river to plant them on the 
mud bank.
